Ben Franklin building 
to house art gallery

The AuSable Artisan Village entered into 
a lease last week for the Ben Franklin’s 
store in downtown Grayling. 

The group of artists and volunteers hope 
to have building remodeling done in time 
for Memorial Day weekend. 

Artist Terry Dickinson, chairman of the 
AuSable Artisan Village Board of 
Directors, and other representatives from 
the non-profit organization have been 
working on the lease with building owner, 
Bill Gannon, the owner of Gannon 
Broadcasting, since February. 

“It was tough negotiation, but we gol to 
the point where it works to the benefit for 
cither party in the end,” Dickinson said. 

The lease is for one year with the option 
for up to four one-year renewals. 

The lease gives an option to terminate the 
agreement if operations cannot be finan- 
ctally sustainable for the AuSable Artisan 
Village. For Gannon’s benefit, he can also 
terminate the lease if a renter wants to 
lease the building at market value. The 
AuSable Artisan Village, however, would 
have the first-right of refusal by paying 
market value for the building. 

“The lease price is going to go up each 
year, but he’s starting way below market 
value to help us get started,’ Dickinson 
said. 

Dickinson hoped to have the building 
open for the opening day of trout season, 
which is Saturday, April 30. He said that 
Winner’s Circle Art Gallery, formerly locat- 
ed on the corner of Michigan Avenue and 
the 1-75 Business Loop, had brisk sales as 
families came north for fly fishing and that 
business was sustained throughout May. 

“Twas hoping to catch that here, but that 
isn’t going to happen,” Dickinson said. 

Currently, Dickinson, an experienced 
builder, and volunteers, face repairing the 
roof and ceiling of the building, installing 
track lighting, providing Americans With 
Disabilities Act accessible rest rooms, 
painting the walls and installing wooden 
wall mounts where artwork will be dis- 
played.

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Options on the table to prevent 
euthanasia of local pit bulls

Two options still remain 
on the table regarding a 
pair of pit bulls that have 
been caged at the AuSable 
Valley Animal Shelter for 
the last two and a half 
years while the prospect of 
death has been removed 
from the picture. 

Chief Crawford County 
Family/District Court 
Judge Monte J. Burmeister 
held off last Thursday on 
making a final ruling 
regarding Shelby — and 
Riley, pit bulls owned by 
Dawn and Ken Minard. 

In April 2010, 
Burmeister ruled that the 
dogs could not be returned 
to the Minard’s home. 
Although the court did not 
require the Minards to 
adopt the dogs out, it was 
an option they can use to 
avail themselves of a court 
order to euthanize the ani- 
mals, 

Last week, Burmeister 
maintained that he did not 
believe the pit bulls would 
receive the proper care, 
supervision and training if 
they were returned to the 
Minards home. 

The Minards failed in an 
attempt to have a final 
appeal heard in Crawford 
County Circuit Court to 
have the dogs returned to 
the family home. The case 
was sent back to Crawford 
County District Court and 
a 90-day period to make a 
decision on the dog’s fate 
started on Jan. 25, 201]. 
The period was set to 
expire on April 25. 

Now, the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter, where the 
dogs have been kept for the 
last two and half years, and 
shelter employee Melissa 
Plauman have come for- 
ward with the prospect of 
keeping the dogs. 

“This — organization’s 
leaders feel the AuSable 
Valley Animal Shelter has 
the responsibility to pre- 
serve life whenever possi- 
ble,” said Judith Frederick, 
president of the AuSable 
Valley Animal Shelter 


Board of Directors, “In this 
case, if the only alternative 
is death, we propose that 
these dogs remain here at 
the shelter for the remain- 
der of the their natural 
lives.” 

The court case stems 
from an incident that took 
place on July 18, 2008. 
James Vernon Gardiner, 
who lives near the 
Sherwood 
Subdivision, was riding his 
mountain bike south from 
Pollack Bridge Road. 
Gardiner left the roadway 
at the intersection of 
Tomahawk Trail and Little 
John Avenue and turned to 
travel on a dirt trail, which 
runs parallel to the railroad 
tracks. Gardiner said the 
two dogs aggressively 
approached him barking. 
He sprayed a water bottle 
at the dogs, put his bike in 
front of him as a shield and 
eventually fended them off 
with a stick before their 
owner called them home. 

The initial date to cutha- 
nize the animals was Dec. 
18, 2008. 

Burmeister issued a stay 
on the court order to eutha- 
nize the pit bulls on Jan. 7, 
2009, after the Minards 
appealed the case in 
Crawford County Circuit 
Court. 

46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Dennis F. Murphy 
vacated the euthanasia 
order on Oct. 5, 2009. 

As a second option, 
Plauman has offered to 
bring the dogs to an 80- 
acre farm she has in Otsego 
County. She has over 16 
years of experience work- 
ing as a veterinary clinic 
assistant, as a dog groomer 
and trainer and putting 


dogs through obedience 


training. 

‘IT have a lot of years 
under my belt,” Plauman 
said, 

Plauman added that she 
has trained trophy-winning 
dogs, which have been in 
shows and competitions, 

“The dogs have to be 
well socialized,” she said. 
“They can’t be scrappy. It

takes a lot of work.” 
Plauman said Shelby and 

Riley have been well 

trained and socialized 


through day-to-day activi- 


ties, just like every dog that 
comes through the shelter’s 
doors. She added that 
being in the shelter for so 
long has not harmed their 
well being and behavior. 

“They weren’t bad dogs 
when they came in,” 
Plauman said. “They’ve 
grown up there.” 

Richard Angelo Jr, an 
attorney who represents 
the Minards and special- 
izes in cases regarding pit 
bulls and breed specific 
dogs, classified the detri- 
ment of having dogs being 
in cages for so long as 
becoming “kennel crazy.” 
He added that Shelby and 
Riley have been properly 
enriched while in the shel- 
ter because they were not 
merely kept in dark ken- 
nels. 

Angelo — said — either 
option for the dogs would 
be acceptable and praised 
the shelter for their ongo- 
ing training and caring for 
Shelby and Riley. 

“That’s been the safest 
place for them and the 
county should be proud to 
have a facility like that,” 

Burmeister said he need- 
ed time to reconcile previ- 
ous arguments that being at 
the shelter was too hard 
and stressful for the dogs 
with the fact the shelter has 
now volunteered to keep 
the animals. 

“That’s the business of 
the animal shelter and | 
don’t want to interfere with 
their business,” he said. 

Further, Burmeister said

Federal tax laws have been laced 
with so many adjustments and 
exemptions that 45 percent of 
American households will pay no 
federal income tax for 200, 
according to estimates by the Tax 
Policy Center in Washington. 

And if that doesn’t grab the 
attention of the other 55 percent of 
us who do pay taxes, consider this 
other factoid:

EACH YEAR, the IRS tracks 
the top 400 taxpayers, who have an

In 2007 ~ the latest figures avail- 
able from the IRS ~ the average 
federal tax rate for these “super 
rich” was 17 percent, down from 
26 percent [5 years earlier. That’s 
a9 percent drop since 1992. 

For the same period, the average 
federal tax rate for all taxpayers 
went down from 9.9 percent to 9.3 
percent — a drop of less than L per- 
cent. 

The apparent disparity is one 
reason there’s an annual cry that

The Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Department and 
the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) will 
give the public another 
opportunity to prevent pill 
abuse and theft by ridding 
their homes of potentially 
dangerous expired, unused 
and unwanted prescription 
drugs on April 30, from 10 
am. to 2 p.m. Bring your 
medication for disposal to 
the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office at 200 W. 
Michigan Avenue, in 
Grayling. The service is 
free and anonymous, no 
questions asked. 

Last September, 
Americans turned in 
242,000 pounds -121 tons 
of prescription drugs at 


. nearly 4,100 sites operated 


by the DEA and more than 
3,000 state and area law 
enforcement partners. 

This initiative addresses a 
vital public safety and pub- 
lic health issue. Medicines 
that languish in home cabi- 
nets are highly susceptible 
to diversion, misuse and 
abuse. Rates of prescrip- 
tion drug abuse in the U.S. 
are alarmingly high, as are 
the number of accidental 
polsonings and overdoses 
due to these drugs. Studies 
show that a majority of 


abused prescription drugs 
are obtained from family 
and friends, including from 
the home medicine cabinet. 
In addition, Americans are 
‘now advised that their usual 
methods for disposing of 
unused medicines - flushing 
them down the toilet or 
throwing them in the trash, 
both pose potential safety 
and health hazards. 

Four days after last fall’s 
event, Congress passed the 
Secure and Responsible 
Drug Disposal Act of 2010, 
which amends the 
Controlled Substances Act 
to allow an “ultimate user” 
of controlled substance 
medications to dispose of 
them by delivering them to 
entities authorized by the 
Attorney General to accept 
them. The Act also allows 
the Attorney General to 
authorize long term care 
facilities to dispose of their 
residents’ controlled sub- 
stances in certain instances. 
DEA has begun drafting 
regulations to implement 
the Act. 

The initiative is also sup- 
ported by the RX-Be The 
Solution Program, 
DrugFreeNorthernMichiga 
n.com and the Crawford 
Partnership for Substance 
Abuse Awareness.

months to live if the tumor 
was not partially removed 
and three years to live if the 
tumor was removed, She had 
the surgery and on Aug. 7 
Moggo will celebrate six 
years in remission as a can- 
cer survivor. 

Moggo had her hair cut by 
Corrine Christman,  co- 
owner of A Cut Above, 
before she had her surgery 
and went through treatment. 
Her hair, which went down 
the length of her back, was 
donated to the Locks of 
Love, a non-profit organiza- 
tion that provides hairpieces 
to financially disadvantaged 
children tn the United States 
and Canada under age 21 
suffering from long-term 
medical hair loss from any 
diagnosis. 

After studying Locks of 
Love guidelines, Papendick 
decided to follow in his 
daughter’s footsteps and had 
four sections of his hair cut 
by Christman that totaled 18 
inches. Gray hair is accepted 
by Locks and Love and sold 
to offset the manufacturing 
costs of the wigs. 

Christman said Papendick 


came in to the salon: looking” 
like a biker and left looking 
like a grandpa again, 

“He went from one 
extreme to another,” she 
said. “It’s nice when some- 
one goes through a hard 
time like that and then wants 
to do something for some- 
one else.” 

Papendick said it was 
heartwarming to know the 
wigs are going to children 
because he was under the 
impression that they were 
made available to people of 
all ages. 

“That made me feel a little 
better,” he said. “They prob- 
ably get harassed a lot more 
than some old person that 
loses their hair. Old people 
don’t care.” 

Papendick added that he 
was also tired of the constant 
maintenance of having to 
wash, comb and keep his 
hair in a ponytail. He said it 
was especially — irritating 
when it was flopping around 
in the wind, 

“It was fun to do, but 1 
won't do it again,” he said, 

After Moggo’s surgery, 
the family had a team called 
“Angie's Angels,” which 


took part in the Relay. for 
Life of Crawford County, 
The group sold dozens of 
purple T-shirts with the 
blunt message - “Cancer 
Sucks,” 

. Family members continue 
to walk laps at the Relay for 
Life, but now focus their 
efforts helping with benefit 
dinners for people who have 
cancer, donating silent auc- 
tion items and attending the 
events. 

“The community is what 
helped me out, so we go out 
and do everything we can to 
help people,” Moggo said. 

“We always try to pay it 
forward and help with every 
benefit dinner,” added Terry 
Papendick, Moggo’s mother. 

Moggo said she is proud 
of her dad for what he has 
done and even paid for his 
haircut. Moggo said her 
family will do everything 
they cana to prevent children 
from having to battle cancer.

* Prioritize ~ Put simply, 
don't bite off more than you 
can chew. When taking on 
home projects, remember to 
consider quality over quantity, 
There is no sense in rushing 
through one project just to 
cross it off the list. Decide 
what upgrades are most impor- 
tant and pay them their due 
diligence. Identify what 
requires your immediate atten- 
tion, and what can wait.

Poorly insulated homes 
prove more difficult, and more 
costly, to keep comfortable. 
But choosing and _ installing 
insulation can be a simple, do- 
it-yourself project that pays for

How does insulation work? 
Heat naturally moves into cool- 
er areas. When it's colder out- 
side than inside, the heat inside 
the home trics to move out- 
doors. Insulation slows down 
heat flow, so home heating sys- 
lems stabilize temperatures 
without using extra energy. 

How do you know what 
insulation to use in your home? 
The U.S. Department of 
Energy's Energy Saver Web 
site, Www.energysavers.org, 
gives these tips to homeowners 
considering insulation projects: 

* Know what factors to con- 
sider when choosing installa- 
tion. The "best" insulation for 
your home depends on how 
much insulation you need, the 
location that needs insulation, 
and the local availability and 
price of insulation. Check to 
see whether an insulation 
needs professional installation 
or if it will work in its intended 
space. 

* Choose your insulation 
based on its R-value. Insulation 
is rated by R-value, or resist- 
ance to heat flow. The higher 
the R-value, the better the insu- 
lation. 

But the R-value doesn't tell

* Plan a budget — Identify 
how much you're able to spend 
and stick to it. No sense in tak- 
ing on debt or refinancing your 
home just to keep up with the 
Joneses.

¢ Set regular goals — The 
home improvement process 
can be overwhelming, so it's 
important to set goals for cach

the whole story — how and 
where you install insulation 


affects its performance. For 


example, compressed insula- 
tion, which happens when you 
place denser insulation over 
lighter insulation, won't give 
you its full R-value. Also, insu- 
lation placed between joists, 
rafters and studs does not slow 
heat flow through those joists 
or studs. 

* Read the insulation's label 
before installing the insulation. 
No matter what kind of insula- 
tion you buy, check the product 
label. The Federal Trade 
Commission insists that labels 
include a clearly stated R-value 
and information about health, 
safety and fire-hazard issues, 
Instst that any contractor 
installing insulation provide 
the product labels from each 
package. 

* Know how much you need. 
Manufacturers now make thin- 
ner insulation matertals with 
high R-values, but some mate- 
rials will settle, so you need to 
install more insulation at the 
outsct. 

* Install for efficiency. 
Insulation must be installed 
correctly to work properly. 
Some products are not meant 
for  do-it-yourselfers and 
should be installed by compe- 
tent, trained professionals.

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that it can influence our state 
of mind, and even our physi- 
ology,” she says, 

“The ancient Egyptians, 
Native Americans, and many 
other peoples used color to 
heal.

Blue, which often ranks at 
the top of surveys exploring 
“favorite” colors, has been 
shown to slow pulse rate and 
lower body temperature. The 
implications for interior 
painting: blue is a terrific 
color choice for bedrooms, 
but less so for dining rooms, 
according to Zimmer, 

Green, also one of the most 
popular colors, is a little 
more versatile. While it, too, 
has a soothing effect, it also 
represents renewal, youth, 
and vigor. Says Zimmer: 
“Because it ts calming, grecn 
paint is a good color choice 
for bedrooms, and since it’s 
the color of many appetizing 
fruits and vegetables, it can 
work in dining rooms, too.” 

There’s no equivocation 
with red. It bespeaks energy 
and excitement, actually rais- 
ing the blood pressure and 
making the heart beat faster. 
Because it is associated with 
desire and passion, it’s a per- 
fect paint color for dining 
rooms and adult bedrooms, 
says Zimmer, but wrong for 
children’s rooms. Yet, ironi- 
cally, pink ~ a very light tint 
of red — is one of the most

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calming colors, and is a fine 
choice for a baby’s room, she 
says, 

Yellow is a great interior 
paint color. Like sunshine, it 
imparts happiness, hope, and 
optimism. Studies have 
shown that the brain actually 
releases more seratonin when 
the eye takes in yellow — cre- 
aling positive psychological 
vibes. According to Zimmer, 
yellow can even stir our cre- 
ative juices. What better 
color to use in a master bath 
or dinette to get your day off 
on the right foot? 

Orange is a happy color, 
too. More attention-getting 
than yellow, orange has an 
energy and warmth about it. 
Muddy shades are uscful tn 
many parts of the home, but 
vivid tones may appear raw 
and flamboyant. Zimmer’s 
advice: “Orange is clearly 
not the color of calm, so il’s 
best to bypass it when paint- 
ing a bedroom or any other 
area Where you want lo 
relax.” 

Purple is a tricky paint 
color wherever it’s used, but 
is the overwhelming 
favorite of adolescent girls, 
according to Zimmer, She 
suggests that you reserve use 
of this color for your daugh- 
ter’s room to create a win- 
win Situation: “Odds are, 
she’ll love it, and you can 
take comfort in) purple’s 
proven abilily to stimulate 
brain activity,” she says. 


No discussion of paint 


color would be complete 
without mentioning — the 
“non-colors”, black (the 


absence of light, and thus, 
color) and white (the conflu- 
ence of all the colors in the 
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Tackling projects with ease Psychology of kee is 
helpful in choosing 
interior paint schemes 
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spectrum). 

According to Zimmer, 
black is a great accent color 
indoors or out, imparting cle- 
gance, formality, and sophis- 
tication to a paint color 
scheme. But don’t get carried 
away with it, she cautions. 
Too much black can be 
depressing. 

White, on the other hand, 
conveys peace, simplicity, 
and spaciousness. [t can pro- 
vide a crisp finish to almost 
any paint job by adding sharp 
contrast to the wall color. 
Used throughout a room, it 
can give the illusion that the 
space is bigger than its phys- 
ical dimensions. 

“Color psychology should 
play a role when selecting an 
interior paint scheme, but it’s 
only one factor to consider,” 
says Zimmer.

“No one will spend more 
time in your home than you 
will,’ says Zimmer, “so 
choose colors that you love, 
and you won't go wrong.”

spaces. 

* Keep sunlight out in the 
hot months and let it in dur- 
ing winter months by using 
drapes, shutters, awnings, 
shade trees, glass with 
reflective film or solar 
screens. 

* Check to see if attic and 
basement (or crawl space) 
have the recommended lev- 
els of insulation, 

* Consider installing a nat- 
ural gas fireplace insert in 
your wood burning fireplace:
